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TRUMP SHIFTS FOCUS TO CLINTON 
AS CHARGES LOOM IN RUSSIA CASE 


President urges 
Republicans to push 
back against allegations

WASHINGTON 

Pushing back against the ac- 
celerating criminal investigation 
into his campaign’s ties to Russia, 
President Donald Trump argued 
Sunday that its focus should in- 
stead be on his 2016 rival, Hillary 
Clinton, even as the special coun- 
sel’s inquiry was reportedly 
poised to produce its first indict- 
ment. 

In a series of tweets, Trump 
said Republicans were now fight- 
ing the Russia allegations by 


looking into Clinton, apparently 
referring to new House investiga- 
tions into her email practices and 
an Obama-era uranium deal with 
Russia. But the president made it 
clear he believed that Clinton 
should be pursued more force- 
fully, writing, “DO SOME- 
THING!” 

He did not specify who should 
take action or what it should be, 
though critics have accused him 
of trying to sway the congres- 
sional and special counsel inquir- 
ies into Russian ties. Still, the 
outburst suggested that Trump, 
increasingly angry and frustrated 
about the investigations, is wag- 
ing a concerted campaign to shift 
the focus to Clinton and other 
Democrats. 

After long expressing anger 
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„are now fighting back like never before, 
There js so much GUILT by 
Democrats/Clinton, and now the facts are 
pouring out.

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that his allies have not done 
enough to protect him from the 
inquiries, he is now enlisting 
White House and administration 
officials, employing his vast social

Last week, Trump asserted 
that it was Clinton who was guilty 
of having colluded with Russia to 
sway the 2016 election, endeav-

A clean energy advocate in the 
California Legislature wants inter- 
nal combustion vehicles to sputter 
out of existence on the state’s 
roads and highways. 

“The cars that we drive today 
are based on technology that’s 100 
years old,” said Assembly member 
Phil Ting, D-San Francisco. “It’s al- 
most like we’re doing addition with 
the world’s most efficient abacus. 
(The auto industry) is due for a 
much more efficient and much bet- 
ter type of vehicle and engine.” 

Ting plans to introduce a bill 
when the California Legislature re- 
convenes in January that would 
ban the sale of vehicles powered by

MANY HAITIAN REFUGEES NOW CALLING TIJUANA HOME 


U.S. entry blocked, 
they are allowed to 
live, work in Mexico

TIJUANA 

For John Arold Lazarre, the 
plan was to migrate to Miami, to 
join his aunts, uncles and cousins 
there. He would build a new life in 
the United States and send money 
home to his young son and widow- 
ed mother in La Gonave, Haiti. 

Tijuana? That was never his 
dream. 

But now a year after arriving at 
Mexico’s northern border, the 29- 
year-old migrant has no plans to 
move away. “I never want to go 
anywhere illegally again,” Lazarre 
said one night last week as he pre- 
pared for an overnight shift help- 
ing guide airplanes at Tijuana’s 
A.L. Rodriguez International Air- 
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Nickson Pierre, 29, works as a radiology technician at a Ti- 


juana imaging center.

Lazarre is one of more than 
3,000 Haitians who are living in 
Baja California, the result ofan un- 


precedented migratory phenome- 
non that brought thousands of

Special program aims 
to provide treatment, 

education, mentoring

A few weeks ago, a small group 
of people who represent various 
corners of the juvenile justice sys- 
tem gathered around a table with 
stacks of case files ready to review. 

The files contained the institu- 
tional history of girls or boys who 
were already deep into their vic- 
timization of being trafficked for 
sex or showed the telltale signs of 
being at risk. Their involvement in 
commercial sexual exploitation 
may have been more obvious, such 
as being caught in a hotel room 
with an older man and condoms. 
Or more subtle, perhaps a run- 
away addicted to drugs and ar- 
rested for shoplifting. 

The group was looking for the 
first round of potential candidates 
to participate in a special interven- 
tion court dedicated to providing 
skills, treatment, education and 
mentoring to change the destruc- 
tive and traumatizing path many 
of the youths are on. It’s called 
RISE Court, which stands for Re- 
siliency Is Strength and Empower- 
ment. 

It took the group — a prose- 
cutor, judge, public defender, pro- 
bation officer, social worker — a 
year to get to this point. And on 
Nov. 6, youngsters — most likely 
girls — chosen to participate are 
expected to make their first ap- 
pearances before San Diego Supe- 
rior Court Judge Carolyn Caiettiin 
the inaugural hearing. 

“A lot of kids have this horrible, 
nightmarish existence, and it’s go- 
ing to take a lot to get them back so 
they’re going to feel they’ve recov- 
ered their self-worth and sense of

JOIN SDG&E 
PUSH TO MAKE 
CONSUMERS PAY 
FOR FIRE COSTS

San Diego Gas & Electric has 
argued it should be able to charge 
ratepayers $379 million in costs it 
incurred following the deadly 2007 
wildfires that blazed through parts 
of San Diego County. 

The California Public Utilities 
Commission (CPUC) is scheduled 
to vote on Nov. 9 whether it will ac- 
cept SDG&E’s argument or reject 
it. 

But in the lead-up to the vote, 
two other investor-owned utilities 
— Pacific Gas & Electric and 
Southern California Edison — 
have jumped into the case, sup- 
porting SDG&E even though the 
2007 wildfires in the San Diego area 
did not occur in their service terri- 
tories. 

What’s going on? 

For utilities, the SDG&E case 
highlights a larger question about 
how to fairly distribute costs and 
ensure power in backcountry areas 
in an environment in which wild- 
fire risks grow more deadly each 
year. 

In filings with the CPUC in Sep- 
tember, PG&E and Edison each 
said they wanted to provide input
